Corsican military leader made 
that assertion millions of pri- 
vate soldiers, slogging along 
muddy roads in soaking rain, 
or marching over snow-cov- 
ered terrain in bitter cold, 
have given that statement the 
military equivalent of the 
horse laugh. 

But Napoleon really was correct 
in principle and it has remained 
for modern, total war, with its 
heavy emphasis on mechanized 
speed and multiplicity of compli- 
cated weapons, to place every 
private soldier right at the door 
of opportunity. 

“Every private soldier in the mod- 
ern, streamlined army is a potential 
leader,” Maj, J. H. Gainor, M.C., 
District Recruiting Officer for M.D. 
13, declared in an interview Friday. 

Total war demands not less, but 
more, from the individual soldier,

Maj. Gainor explained, To a far 
greater extent than in past wars 
the soldier of today must possess 


potential qualities of leadership. 
This modern, mechanized war of 
movement, a war of swift action, 
such as never existed in the past, 
is demanding from every private, 
qualities of leadership, initiative 
and individual skill that previous 
struggles did not fequire of each 
and every man in the ranks, 

Theories of many a wiseacre, who 
had predicted mechanization would 
mean that mere men would be just 
So many robots, has been blasted as 
thoroughly as preconceived notions 
of strategy have been so often 
shattered by aerial bombs and tor- 
pedoes since the present war com- 
menced, Maj. Gainor asserted. 

Maj. Gainor noted the great 
change in “break-up” of the armed 
forces in the field in this war. 


MODERN TACTICS 

“The new weapons require mil- 
itary formations in action to operate 
in ever smaller units,” he explained. 
Gone is the continuous ribbon of 
the front line trench, with the 
battalions, brigades and divisions 
clearly defined.

‘Ventilation At 
' Mine Reported 
Not suffi cient 


NORDEGG, Alta, Jan. 16.— 
(CP) — Ventilation arrangements 
were inadequate for any extra- 
ordinary gas conditions in the 
part of the Braseau coal mine 
where an explosion Oct. 31 led 
to the deaths of 29 men, an 
eminent mining authority told the 
Ewing Royal Commission today. 
Dr.4¥. W. Gray, 64, of Sydney, 
NS., ‘Bssistant general manager of 
the Dominion Steel and Coal Cor- 
poration and former president, of 
the Canadian Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgy, testified at the 
judicial inquiry into the causes of 
the disaster. 


HEARING CONCLUDED 

Dr. Gray was the final witness 
before the commission’s hearing 
concluded at 12:40 p.m. The in- 
quiry, which opened Jan. 6, sat 
during 11 days and 71 witnesses 
were heard. More than 300,000 
words of testimony and question- 
ing went into the official records. 

The Yorkshire-born scientist testi- 
fied the “first cause” of the explo- 
sion was strata movements which 
had so weakened the structure of 
the coal that shot-firing was “an 
unnecessary hazard” in the No, 3 
seam where the blast occurred.

For Province Under 
New Transfer Plan

OTTAWA, Jan. 16.—(CP)—Close to $100,000,000 will 
be required annually from the federal treasury to compen- 
sate the provinces which agree to vacate the personal income 
and corporation tax field for the duration of the war and one 
year after, Finance Minister Ilsley announced Thursday 
nignt. 


The minister, at a press conference early Thursday 
evening, released details of the draft agreements being 
sent to the nine provinces—agreements completed after 
months of negotiations based on the minister's budget 
proposals last April that the provinces vacate these tax 
fields temporarily. 


Mr. Ilsley said he believed all the provinces would sign 
after their legislatures had approved the agreements and 
passed the necessary tax amendments. 

Compensation will be paid the provinces, annually, plus 
“fiscal need” subsidies to Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia. 
New Brunswick, Manitoba and Saskatchewan.

Duke Connaught 
‘Dies Friday At

man connections, the Duke of Con- 
naught followed suit. 

Connaught devoted himself 
; Carnestly to soldiering as a profes- 
| sion and despite the prevailing 
Practice of keeping Royalty away 
' from wars, he managed to “smell 
powder” early. He served in the 
operations resulting from the Fen. 
jan raid in Canada in 1870 and 
did good work with the Guards in 
the Egyptian war of 1883. 


He held all of the highest military 
commands at home and abroad but 
he declined to keep the highly or- 
namental but useless title of Com- 
mander in Chief and High Commis- 
sioner in the Mediterranean. This 
was a job created by political wire- 
pullers for the purpose of providing 
a sinecure for men like Connaught. 
After a brief tenure he decided there 
was not sufficient work to justify his 
employment. The job lapsed. 
WILLING TO ACCEPT 

In World War I Connaught was 
desperately anxious to see fore!gn 
service but British feeling was 
against Royal Commanders in Chief 
and he was too senior in rank to be 
given a subordinate position, al- 
though he was perfectly willing to 
accept one. He had to be content 
with accepting a roving, supervising, 
inspectorial commission. 

Connaught was not a wealthy 
man, having to depend on his pay 
in various jobs and the 25,000 
pounds a year granted him as a 
young son of a sovereign. The 
Duke's elder daughter, the Prin- 
cess Margaret, married the Duke o! 
Scania, now the Crown Prince of 
Sweden, and her eldest son will, in 
the normal course of events, mount 
the Swedish throne. He died in 
1920. : 

Court mourning for Connaught 
was under consideration today. The 
late Duke had a direct link with the 
Duke of Wellington, whose official 
appearance was when he acted as 
Godfather at Connaught’s christen- 
ing.

“When an officer in charge of one 
of these small groups is Knocked 
jaut of action there must be another

In addition, the soldier of today 
must be far more comprehensively 
trained than his counterpart of the 
past. 


A BIG JOB 


“He must have complete knows 


ledge of and the trained ability to 
handle, 10 different weapons and he 
must also possess a far greater 
knowledge of tactics; of how to take 
cover and deploy, than was required 
of the soldier of the last war.” he 
said. 

A few weapons of which the mod- 
ern soldier must have complete 
knowledge are: Vickers, Bren and 
Lewis machine guns, Tommy gun 
and trench mortar, anti-tank rifle, 
the Lee Enfield rifle and bombs and 
grenades, 

He must know how to drive a car, 
a truck and ride a motorcycle. He 
must be capable also of making 
reasonably serviceable repairs to 
all this equipment in the pinches. 

“A good infantryman must be 
better trained, have a more com- 
prehensive knowledge of more 
weapons and more types of equip- 
ment, than a member of any other 
branch of- the fighting. services,” 
Mal. Gdihor’ stated! *  * 

He became just. a trifle crisp in 
discussijig the publtc ignorance con- 
cerning the new army. 

“Gone are the days of the poor 
bloody infantry,” he declared with 
emphasis on each word. Official 
red tape, a palpable lack of good 
press liaison plus the muddling 
of the “blimp type of high military 
leader, who insists this war must 
follow the pattern of previous 
wars, are a few of the reasons 
contributing to the condition of 
ignorance on the part of the 
general public concerning the 
modern army, he believes. 

The private soldier of the new 
army is more engineer than 
soldier as compared to other wars 
and no longer is he a footslogger, 

“The modern army is so mechan- 
ized it moves everywhere on 
wheels,” he said 

Lack of understanding of the 
function, and,.tactics of a modern 
army on the part of its officers was 
largely responsible for the downfall 
of France, Maj. Gainor contended. 

As one i!lustration, he pointed to 
the terrific handicap the French 
divisions were placed under by 
clinging to an obsolete system of 
communications. 


ROAR INTO BATTLE 

“While the German panzer divis- 
ions were slashing their way 
through the Maginot Line positions, 
the French officers insisted on re- 
pairing broken telephone and tele- 
graph lines in an effort to maintain 
communications between ynits, The 
Germans’ «roared “into “battle with 
orders blaring from loud speakers 
on tanks and swift cars. They didn’t 
give a hoot about secrecy under 
such conditions. What difference did 
it make if the enemy could hear 
your orders? Everything was mov- 
ing so fast it was impossible for the 
French to meet the dangers threat- 
ening so many points at the same 
time, The Germans were simply 
taking every advantage of the latest 
devices. The French. refused to 
change their ideas and methods and 
consequently met with crushing de- 
feat,’ Maj. Gainor pointed out, 

Maj. Gainor, therefore, is strong- 
ly in favor of a publicity campaign 
that will leave no doubt in the 
minds of civilians that the army 
of today is, in fact, a new army. 
Inasmuch as the function of the 
modern soldier is one requiring 
‘far higher intelligence and far 
‘Greater knowledge than was the 
case in the past, it is essential that 
the dignity and prestige of the sod- 
dier be maintained at a higher 
level than ever before. 


“For that reason | am really 
thrilled at the announcement of 
issuance, at an early date, of a smart, 
new walking-out uniform to men of 
the army.” Maj. Gainor declared 
with a smile, 

“IL have fought hard for @ long 
time for @ separate walking out uni- 
form, | am certainly tickled that 
the men are soon to receive them 
and here's why! If it is true--and | 
believe it is, that the Canadian sol- 
dier now has the best possible battle 
dress, he should have also the best 
off-duty uniform that can be de- 
signed. 

“The man who joins a fighting 
unit is a man who will take real 
Pride in hin appearance; He has 
been at a great disadvantage so- 
Clally with the battle dress and his 
heavy, hebnailed boots. 1 do not 
really blame the proprietor of a 
dance hall for refusing « soldier 
the privilege of dancing in the 
military issue boots, But it cer- 
tainly has been anything but fair 
for the soldier.” he declared. 

Maj. Gainor added that he hoped 
most men would spend the necess- 
agy small amount of money required 
to purchase a colored, dress regi- 
mental cap to wear with the walk, 
ing-out uniform, He predicted the 
new Issue will cause recruiting io 
boom. “I wish the change had been 
made earlier,” he said, 

Not only has the modern soldier 
a task that requires keen mental 
acrobatics but he also has @ place of 
honor in modern battle: In this re- 
spect he called attention to the fact 
that evel'y soldiér will probably hear

The new policy of the Canadian 
government to allow only men who 
have served in the ranks to receive 
commissions from now on, has ‘the 
strong approval of Maj. Gainor 
And he is well qualified to hold 
such views. He enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the 31st Bn., CEF., in the 
last war. He ended the war as @ 
captain. 

He holds the Miliary Cross 
which he wo. during the fierce, 
sanguine, but victorious struggle 
for Passchendaele. The engage- 
mert which brought the award 
to Maj. Cainor was fought on 
Nev. 6, 1917. 

Asked for details of his partici- 
pation, Maj. Gainor said: “You had 
better get that from some one else.”

“An officer chould possess .more 
knowledge than the men he leads.

I don’t think the appointed officer 
possibly can possess the knowledge 
he requires to lead if he has never 
served in the ranks. An officer can 
not possibly know how a private 
soldier feels and thinks, unless he 
has been one himself,” Maj. Gainor 
said. 

He is highly pleased with the 
heavy increase in enlistments dur- 
ing the last few weeks, and thinks 
the entry of the United States into 
the war is largely responsible. The 
sweeping nature of the U.S. mili- 
tary effort has brought home to 
Canadians the meaning of total 
war such as no other event has done 
so far, he said 

He also prid glowing tribute to 
485 key men, scattered throughout 
the province, who have worked 
unremittingly to get recruits. These 
men, for the most part.-are mem- 
bers of the Canadian Legion “Who 
contribute must time and effort to 
the cause with no reward other 
than the satisfying knowledge of 
doing a good job 

Quality of the recruits, both 
physically and mentally, is im- 
proving.

LOTTERIES ON BONDS 

The Japanese are fatalistic about 
the financial burdens imposed upon 
them. 

“Our money won't be any good 
anyway unless our country is suc- 
cessful,” one of them told me in 


Tokyo. “If Japan fails our money 
would be gone. It is better to help 
all we can.” 


The goverMment encourages the 
purchase of bonds by running 
lotteries on their serial numbers, 
thus giving the purchasers a 
gambling chance at an extra re- 
ward, 

Winning tickets at horse racing 
meets are paid off in government 
bonds. 

Government officials take part of 
their salary in bonds and “suggest” 
that private firms adopt that prac- 
tice. The “suggestions” are’ always 
adopted. 


BONDS FOR BONUSES 

Business firms in Japan use a 
system of low salaries and bi-znnual 
bonuses. The bonuses now are paid 
in ‘bonds. : 

Putting money in savings banks 
is. equivalent te purchasing bends, 
because the money is turned over 
to the. government and the bonds 
go into the banks’ portfolios, 

Through the’ well-organized po- 
lice: department, which operates as 
a national organization rather than 
scaltered municipal units, the gov- 
ernment keeps a close check on 
citizens’ personal affairs and can 
judge the amounts which should be 
saved or invested in bonds. 
VETERANS AID POLICE 

‘To make sure that all government 
policies are followed even. in the 
remote sections of the Empire, Japan 
has not only its all-seeing police 
force bul its gendarmes and its pow- 
erful “Ex-Soldiers Association.” 

This. yeterans’ organization has 
about ~4,000,000 members. After 
functioning as a private organiza- 
tion for 26 years it was made official 
in 1937 and since then -has been used 
as an effective branch of: the mil- 
itary clique in.

Excepting those who hold police 
permits, Japanese and enemy aliens of 
all races are to be moved out of defence 
areas in British Columbia. If there are 
any other similar areas where the order 
has not been applied, it would be pru- 
dent—and no hardship—to make it ef- 
fective there also. Persons whom the 
police are not willing to trust’ around 
defence places are better somewhere 
else, and so long as they are not mis- 
treated in the removal no ground would 
be given for reprisals against Allied 
prisoners in enemy hands or “na- 
tionals” living in occupied countries. 

Equally sensible is the decision to 
organize a civilian corps of Canadian 
Japanese “trusties” to assist in war 
work, There is no reason why this 
plan cannot be extended to Canadian 
citizens of other enemy origin, with 
proper precautions against treachery. 
Nor any reason why those who can- 
not be trusted to do war work should 
not be required to earn their living at 
useful work of other kinds. Just be- 
cause a man is suspected of disloyalty 
is no ground for giving him a holiday— 
or refusing him employment. 


They Are Paying Up 


Edmonton taxpayers did better last 
year than the year before. Property 
owners did better by more than $112. 
000, business-tax payers by about $12,- 
000. The taxes paid on property was 
$3,800,611, while business-tax pay- 
ments amounted to $289,029. The total 
collections were $4,089,641. 

Of the $3,800,611 property taxes 
paid, $930,161 was in liquidation of tax 
arrears. Upwards of one dollar in each 
four paid represents an effort on the 
part of property-owners to clear off an- 
other part of the encumbrances which 
piled up against their homes and busi- 
ness premises during the years of de- 
pression. : 

While these higher tax collections 
show that employment and business 
conditions have improved’ remarkably 
over the last two years, the heavy pay- 
ment of arrears also shows that pro- 
perty owners are having a hard fight 
to get their property free of tax claims 
and their titles again clear. But they 
are making the fight, resolutely and 
successfully, as the figures prove. 

There no longer is a question as to 
whether owners think their tax-encum- 
bered property to be worth redeeming. 
They are redeeming it, as fast as they 
can. 


A Fight For Oil 


The capture of Tarakan and the oc- 
cupation of part of the neighboring is- 
land of Borneo give the Japanese con- 
trol of oil fields from which in time 
they may he able to draw considerable 
supplies for use of their warships, 
planes and tanks. Wells and storage 
facilities were destroyed by the defend- 
ers, and how long it will take to get 
production started again is important. 
That the job of re-starting the flow will 
be pushed is certain, for in respect to 
oil the invaders must “live on the coun- 
try” or draw on the none too plentiful 
Teserves in Formosa or Japan. 

This is the first material gain Tokyo 
has made, in a war in which materials 
are its chief objective. Hong Kong 
yielded nothing of war value, the occu- 

ied area of Luzon next to nothing. 
alaya rubber and tin resources 
cannot be exploited where captured 
while fighting is going on there. But 
if the newly occupied island oil fields 
can be got back into production the 
output will be of immediate use, 

Tarakan and Borneo are therefore 
likely to be targets for Allied airmen, 
and perhaps warships. That the Jap- 
anese will be allowed to repair damages 
without interference is by no means 
probable. 

Singapore despatches bring encour- 
aging word of the arrival there of sub- 
stantial air reinforcements, ineluding 
Canadian and other Canadian-trained 
pilots. For military reasons nothing is 
said about the numbers of the new ar- 
rivals, but the silence would hardly 
have been broken unless they were 
numerous enough to cut down the 
enemy's air power superiority. In which 
case Tarakan and Borneo may be ex- 
pected to continue to hold places in the 
news columns. 


Nazi Superiority Is A Myth 


However inferior Herr Hitler may 
have thought the Russian strategists to 
be seven months ago, he cannot now 
deny that they have learned fast and 
learned well. There is not a sector on 
the whole 1,500 mile front where Ber- 
lin can claim that an advance has been 
made, or a major attack successfully 
withstood, since the Russians took the 
offensive. 

From Rostov to Finland the Nazi 
armies have been either fighting des- 
perately to hold positions or abandon- 
ing positions, and those they have 
tried to hold they have in the end had 
to abandon. So far as the despatches 
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show there is only one part of that line 
where the invaders now occupy the 
ground to which they advanced in No- 
vember. With the exception of the 
Crimea and the sector just to the north 
of it, they are now back on territory 
they covered in their advance, in some 
cases a hundred miles back. 

It is possible to exaggerate the re- 
sults of the Russian reverse in weaken- 
ing Hitler’s power, for his reserves of 
men and equipment are undoubtedly 
immense. But the facts stand out 
clearly that his blitzkrieg has been 
stopped, his forces have been beaten in 
the open field, and his losses have been 
enormous. And all this has happened 
in the space of two months, dating 
from the time British and United 
States munitions began to reach the 
Red army. 

Whatever else results, the tradition 
of Nazi invincibility has been shattered. 
Neither Nazi menereetp nor courage 
nor equipment has stood up to the at- 
tack. The world knows now that Hit- 
ler can be beaten. So does every Ger- 
man who dares to let himself think.

St. LawrenceSeaway 


In a recent study, entitled “Curtailment 
of Non-Defence Expenditures,” published 
by the impartial Brookings Institution, the 
St. Lawrence Seaway is included among 
the projects that the United States can do 
without for the duration of.the war, This 
is quite in line with the thoights that in- 
formed Canadians have had on the subject 
for some time. 

The Brookings report, prepared by 
Henry P. Seidemann, says: “With refer- 
ence to the St. Lawrence Soawey, two ob- 
servations may be made, First, the sum of 
277 million dollars is altogether inadequate 
to meet the full costs involved, for it does 
not cover all phases of the navigation and 
power project nor make allowance for the 
rising level of costs, Secondly, it is hardly 
conceivable that the project could be com- 
pleted in time to be of use in connection 
with the war. It was formerly estimated 
that completion of the project would re- 
quire eight years; but now it appears to 
be assumed that the work can be done in 
perhaps three years. That is to say, despite 
the fact that this projeet would have to be 
carried through during a period when en- 
gineering talent is largely absorbed in 
other defence activities, and when there is 
a dearth of skilled labor and essential 
materials it is now anticipated that the 
project can be completed in half the time 
hitherto believed to be necessary.” 

The cost of the St. Lawrence Seaway 
on a per capita basis would be substan- 
tially less to the United States than it 
would be to Canada. We in Canada, there- 
fore, have even more reason to say: "The 
St, Lawrence Seaway project can wait!”

If Our System Cannot Provide * 


These Things, Another 
System Will

In every industry on the North Ameri- 
can continent, capable of contributing to 
the war effort, new men are being em- 
ployed by the hundreds of thousands, And 
yet, in every such hive of industry, men 
are restless, anxious and worried. In the 
mouth of every one of them is this ques- 
tion: 

“What is going to hap- 
pen to my job and my 
security when the emer- 
gency is over?” 

What, indeed, will 
happen to this continent 
unless we plan, while we 
have time, for a new, 
better post-war system? 

Peace will ring a 
crisis more complex, 
more subtle [se ig it 
more crue] than war it- 
self, The free enterprise Harold L. Weir 
system om this continent will face the 
greatest challenge in its history. 

If it fails to meet that challenge suc- 
cessfully, we shall move towards state cap- 
italism or state socialism, a North Amer- 
ica far different from the one we have 
known, 

The free enterprise system will have to 
provide full social security, full employ- 


‘ment, full distribution of goods and serv- 


ices, or step aside for government agencies 
that will attempt to provide these things. 


World Revolution 


The world is experiencing a revolution- 
ary movement of the masses, In Europe, 
hundreds of millions of people have been 
persuaded that the capitalistic system is 
the cause of their woes. 

They have sacrificed their political 
freedom, and are now sacrificing their 
lives, in the belief that dictator leaders 
bse bring them a broader economic free- 

liom. 


North America has not escaped this 
mass movement. Happily, we have avoid- 
ed revolution and preserved our political 
freedom, 

But capitalism stumbled badly in the 
1930's, and the people have granted many 
economic controls to the government in 
exhange for promises and performances 
furthering greater economic freedom from 
financial tyranny and social security for 
the common man. 

We have tinkered and doctored our 
free enterprise system and made many 
improvements, but when the war began, 
North America still had more than ten 
million unemployed, mounting deficits and 
huge national debts. 

The absurd riddle of want in the midst 
of plenty had not been solved. 


After the War 


After the war, if we follow a policy of 
drift, we shall have-all our pre-war head- 
aches plus a batch of new ones. We shall 
be faced by the vicious spiral; men laid off 
in defense factories, hence less purchas- 
ing power, hence other factories closing, 
hence even larger unemployment rolls, 
greater relief burdens and less taxable 
income to support them, 

We know how deadly such a spiral is 
and how hard it is to stop, 

People will ask: 

“What kind of civilization ig this which 
gives us employment to make guns and 
tanks, but cannot find jobs for us in peace- 
ful industry? Private enterprise has fail- 

The government should take over 
farms, factories and unions—to produce 
full blast and distribute the products of 
our progress to all the people.” 

Many actually hope for a_ situation 
where the people of this continent, des- 
pairing of any other solution, will throw 
all their problems and a good part of their 
liberties into the government’s lap. 

Surely we can do better than that. 
Surely the people of North America are 
better suited to private entérprise than to 
the public payroll, 

Government machinery and its peculiar 


litico-bureaucratic character discourage 
individual effort. 

Business cannot succeeed under such 
conditions. Free enterprise can still be the 
best provider of happiness and prosperity 
on this cointinent, 


Preparedness 

But the challenge is coming. It is not 
merely a threat. It is also an opportunity 
for the free enterprise system to repair its 
mistakes, do a better job, and regain the 
confidence of the people. 

Now, then, is-the time for private en- 
terprise to show initiative, foresight, co- 
operation, social responsibility, self- 
discipline and long-range planning on a 
‘scale undreamed of before, 

We must lay out a blueprint of how we 
will meet the post-war crisis, and map, not 
merely our own obligations, but the gov- 
ernment action we are prepared to support. 

What is needed is a great congress on 
this continent including representatives of 
industry, labor, finance, commerce, engi- 
neering and management to build a res- 
ervoir of civilian production, new busi- 
ness, purchasing power and employment 
and to tie all this up with plans to release 
the public from financial serfdom and give 
that same publiq the highest possible 
measure of social security. 

In this war, thousands of research men 
are uncovering new secrets in electronics, 
metallurgy, synthetics, plastics, aeronau- 
tics and other fields, They are finding new 
products and new businesses in time to 
cushion the post-war crisis. 

Examples 

Housing for armed forces and defense 
workers can improve the technique for 
building cheaper homes, 

Mass production of airplanes fore- 
shadows new peacetime industries. 

The way the health of the armed forces 
is guarded is a call for measures to raise 
the health of our entire population, 

Moreover, we have merely scratched 
the surface of invention which always 


Mobilization Of Brains Needed First 


Political Warfare Just as Essen- 
tial as Active Warfare Is 
Writer’s Opinion 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 


In three recent articles I have express- 
ed the conviction, based upon logic and 
such evidence as is at hand, that things are 
not at all good in the state of Germany. 
However, Hitler has reserves that have so 
far never failed him. Time and again he 
has been on the brink; but he has always 
been rescued by the delay, the muddle- 
headedness, and the com- 
placency of the democra- 
cies, and, above all, by 
the bureaucratic mechan- 
isms that run democra- 
cies, 

The ‘Russians are do- 
ing their job, both on the 
military and the political 
front. 

What can we do, to 
Seal to defeat of Hitler 
this year so that we can 
feel confident in the Atlantic, and devote 
our whole energies, and those of our Allies, 
to licking the tar out of the Japanese? 

Since we, entirely due to a prolonged 
myopia, were unprepared for the attack in 
a military way, and utterly unprepared for 
the initial defeats, we have to make every 
conceivable effort to come rapidly to a 
war footing. 

This demands, not the mobilization of 
the state, but the mobilization of the 
nation. The nation is composed of an 
overwhelming majority of workers and 


farmers. 
Seven-Day Week 


Our President asks us for a seven-day 
week, We are happy in the realization 
that our workers want to-do their job. One 
of their leaders, Mr. Reuther, made a pro- 
posal a year ago, for the adaptation of the 
entire motor industry to the production of 
planes and tanks. His proposals were plain 
horse sense that any layman could under- 
stand, and several columnists, as I recall, 
supported them, among them myself. But 
not the “experts.” They declared that it 
was quite impossible to make planes and 
tanks in automobile plants, 

So the auto plants continued business 
and produced four million automobiles 
last year using up so much rubber, that 
now people with cars can’t buy them, 

Of course the industrialists did not-ob- 
struct. They were for building new plants

* for armament purposes on very favorable 


financial terms from the government. 
this demanded time we were short of 
planes, And as there is no longer material 
for the automobile industry, the plants are 
idle and there will be an unemployment of 
400,000 skilled workers by the end of Jan- 
uary. 

Meantime, however, the “experts” have 
discovered that now it is possible to con- 
vert the automobile plants. 


Arms Output 


The plain fact is that the automobile 
workers were right and the industrialists 
wrong. And now the Union leaders are 
offering proposals for increasing the arms 
output, and Mr. Walter P. Reuther and 
his associates must be given a chance to 
present their plans and put them into 
operation, 

Moreover the nation is mobilized by in- 
tegrating the voluntary forces. 

The rejection in every field of people 
who long to serve this country is no way 
of mobilizing the nation. The government 
is not a protective association against 
people with ideas. It doesn’t need to use 
Mr. LaGuardia for all the jobs. 

We cannot go on improvising solutions 
after crisis have come. There must be 
foresight, which is statesmanship, 

We have an agricultural problem on 
our necks right now, The department of 
agriculture is demanding vastly increased 
production of dairy products, eggs, vege- 
tables, and there is certain ta be a short- 
age of fats of all kinds. But the farmers 


have no labor and nothing really construc- 
tive is being done about it. 


Rationing 


Furthermore, the tire rationing fails to 
take into account of the transportation 
needs of farmers who have to get to vil- 
lages and marketing centres. But there 
are approximately 13,000 taxicabs on the 
streets of New York City at this moment 
and all their drivers are absorbable in de- 
fence industries if there are defence indus- 
tries for them to work in. 

The college campuses are crowded with 
automobiles that could well be put into 
storage and the tires used for farmers. 

We must regard the national economy 
in war times as the economy of a family. 
An economy of kindly sharing, and of 
thrifty saving and salvage of everything 
that can be spared. We have not even 
begun a systematic junk collection for 
which we could use the enthusiasm of the 
youngsters in this country.

Political Warfare 


With our forces concentrated in the 
East, we can at least pivevs a political 
warfare in the West, taking advantage of 
the discomfiture of our western enemies 
in Russia.

Again, the 
Russians are doing this superbly. But not 
more superbly than we could do it, if we 
Teally put our brains to work at it. 

In fact, the mobilization of the nation’s 
brains is imminently necessary.

Hundreds of cold storage centres with a 
temperature of 20 degrees below freezing 
point are now available up and down 
Great Britain for the colossal order of 
1,000,000 tons of meat recently placed by 
the Ministry of Food with Australia and 
South America. ‘ 

Each of these centres can keep thous- 
ands of tons of meat, bacon, butter and 
frozen eggs over a period of two years. In 
one of them, for example, there are 1,200 
tons of butter, 3,400 tons of meat and a 
large quantity of bacon; another holds 
60,000 carcases of mutton; a third, 3,000 pig 
carcases, 

In peacetime, Britain’s food storage 
resources are to be found mainly at the 
docks. Today, scattered throughout the 
country are not only these hundreds of 
cold storge centres but 10,000 other storing 
places for Hoge Pet neene food products.

Japanese Now In Canada 


Problem of Other Enemies 


comes More Acute as Nippon 
Enters War 


By REECE HAGUE IN TORONTO

Japan’s active entry into hostilities 
against the democratic nations has brought 
to the fore a Canadian domestic problem 
which has been becoming increasingly 
acute in recent years and one which poli- 
ticians in Ottawa have hitherto sidestepped 
with remarkable agility. 

Just exactly how many Japanese there 


‘are in Canada’s Pacific coast province is 


a matter for speculation. Estimates vary 
froom 27,000 to 40,000 of whom at least 
10,000 are still Japanese nationals. No 
great reliance can be placed on ¢ither 


census or registration figures, as there are, 


many Japanese settlements in remote sec- 
tions of British Columbia and the diffi- 
culties encountered by enumerating offi- 
cers when endeavoring to tabulate Orien- 
tals are considerable. 

In addition to those who have entered 
the country legally, there is also a strong 
probability that no inconsiderable number 
have found their way into the country 
through illegal channels. 


’ Seaworthy Boats 


Japanese fishermen on the Pacific coast 
are equipped with powerful, seaworthy 
boats, Japanese ships have been in the 
habit of putting in to isolated sections of 
the coast for logs and pulpwood and little 
difficulty would have been experienced 
under peacetime conditions in Janding un- 
authorized Japanese at a multitude of re- 
mote jnlets on the mainland or the many 
islands included in the territory under 
British Columbian administration. 

Japanese have acquired a hold in cer- 
tain coasta) industries out of all proportion 
to their actual] numbers. They have be- 
come dominant in various branches of the 
fishing and agricultural industries; have 
acquired a by no means negligible hold in 
lumbering and mining and have been 
gradually securing what almost amounts 
to a monopoly of the corner grocery and 
confectionery store business in some cities, 

Gradually white berry growers in B.C. 
have found it impossible to compete with 
Japanese and the latter have acquired 
large tracts of the best berry land in the 
province. -Nipponese now comprise 40 per 
cent of the berry growers and contro) 65 
per cent of the berry growing acreage in 
the Fraser River Valley.

Despite the policy adopted by the ‘De- 
partment of Fisheries gradually to de- 
crease the: number of Japanese fishing 
licenses, there were estimated a year ago 
to be nearly 3,000 Nipponese engaged 
along the B.C. mainland and island coasts 
in fishing, canning and auxiliary indus- 
tries, 

Japanese fishermen have very fine 
boats, many of them equipped with ex- 
tremely expensive engines which give ree 
serve power and speed considered by white 
fishermen to exceed the needs of commere 
cial fishing. 

Japanese farmers are also equipped 
with the most modern and best motor 
trucks to serve their small fruit farms and 
white. farmers have hinted that these 
trucks are better than the farms: require 
and would prove excellent transport 
equipment for rapidly transporting large 
numbers of men. 

It is possible that since the commence- 
ment of hostilities the authorities have 
taken steps to immobilize this marine and 
land transportation equipment which, in 
the wrong hands, could prove a grave po- 
tential danger. 

The experience of thousands of British 
Columbians in various spheres of activity 
has been that once the Japanese started in 
active competition with them the outcome 
was inevitable. The grave unemployment 
situation existing in the Pacific Coast 
provinces prior to the outbreak of the war 
with Germany was in no small measure 
due to the fact that Japanese would work 
for less and could live on Jess than white 
men accustomed to an Occidental and not 
an Oriental style of living. 

Copper Output 

In the parliamentary session of 1940 it 
was pointed out that the entire output of 
concentrates from Granby's Copper Moun- 
tain Mine in B.C. with a capacity of 5,000 
tons a day, was going to Japan and that 
coast lumber was also being shipped to 
Nippon and this at a time when the 
Minister of Munitions and Supply was re- 
ferring to the difficulty being experienced 
in obtaining various essential products, ine 
cluding copper and lumber, to fill require- 
ments for Canada and Great Britain, 

The attitude of the authorities appeared 

to be that placation, of Japan was neces- 
sary and any B.C. parliamentarian who 
brought up the question of Japanese in 
Canada and Japanese purchases from Can- 
ada was silenced as soon as possible. 
_ When a Pacific Coast member referred 
in the House of Commons to the strong 
footing Jananese had acquired at strategic 
points in B.C. and alluded to “the army 
in our midst that might destroy us,” Prime 
Minister King was reported in the press 
as hastily interjecting, “Would my honore 
able friend like to see war between Japan 
and Great Britain?”

Good instruction and hard practice should 
make any physically normal youth into a pretty good athlete, but no 
one knows better than coaches and sport writers that an intangible some- 
thing else is needed to make a champion, Natural ability and a com- 
paratively rare mental attitude seem to be this intangible element. 

If you are wondering whether or not you will scale the champion- 
ship heights in sport, ask yourself if you like the game well enough tu 
give all your spare time, thought and effort to it for years, giving up a 
lot of other things that you like to do, Can you also patiently spend day 
after day correcting every minor fault in your form? Then can you 
take defeat after defeat and keep right on plugging away without losing 
faith in yourself? 

If you can answer “yes” to those questions, honestly and without 
kidding yourself, then you may have the makings of a champion in you. 


There may be short cuts to riches and fame, but there is none to 
a championship throne in sport—at least not under the keen com- 
petition that exists today. It’s a tough, heart-breaking trail and 
you'll drench every foot of it with your sweat—and tears.

The revival of horse racing in New 
Orleans is facing disaster some- 
where in the tangled web of Louis- 
jana politics. 

The Fair Grounds, under new 
management after a year's idleness, 
following abandonment of racing by 
the Louisiana Jockey Club, has done 
just about half as well as expected 
since opening of a 42-day meet 
December 25. The daily take has 
been slightly under $54,000, instead 
of the $100,000 operators anticipated. 

Most informed sources place the 
principal blame for the low “take” 
at the track upon the operation of 
illegal handbooks, reliably  esti- 
mated at more than 200 in the city 
and its environs. One authoritative 
source estimated the “bookies” are 
taking “conservatively $20,000 a 
day” from the track. 

A recent public statement by John 
F. Clark, chairman of the State Rac- 
ing Commission, cited the Louisiana 
laws against bookmaking outside a 
{rack enclosure and decried “lack 
of cooperation of the city and state 
police in handling the handbook 
situation in New Orleans.’ ’ 

The city and state administrators 
are locked in a bitter political 
fight, leading up to mayoral elec- 
tion, Jan, 17. '

fourth left water level, where the 
blast originated. 

Dr. Gray sald he thought there 
was only one explosion and that 
the damage and loss of life caused 
in distant parts of the mine must 
be attributed to the destructive 
forces liberated in the explosion. 

A contrary view was expressed by 
Dr. E. H. Boomer, professor of chem- 
istry at the University of Alberta, 
who arrived yesterday to present an 
expert's view. on the basis of evi- 
dence heard. He is a methane 
specialist. Dr. Boomer said his 
opinion is there was a second ex- 
plosion of “fire-damp” in the area 
known as the fourth left level, 2,000 
feet from the spot of the original 
blast. 


MORE CRITICAL VIEW 

After completing his main testi- 
mony, Dr. Gray made this statement 
while still on the witness stand: “It 
must be admitted that all concern- 
ed with Nordegg Collieries now take 
a more critical view of mining meth- 
ods that before the explosion were 
not questioned and were accepted 
custom of long usage, developed 
during 25 years of coal mining with- 
out any recorded ignition of ex- 
plosive mixture of methane and air.” 


MANAGER TOLD ABOUT 
GAS WITNESS STATES 
NORDEGG, Alta, Jan. 16.— 
(CP)—John shanks, 68, general 
manager of the Braseau coal 
mine here, Thursday testified be- 
fore the Ewing Royal Commis- 
sion he informed Mine Manager 
James Stewart last Sept, 29, there 
were gas conditions in the mine 


and instructed him to “get this 
situation cleaned up immed- 
fately.” 


The one-man commission, headed 
by Mr. Justice A. F. Ewing of the 
Alberta supreme court, is investi- 
gating the cause of one or more 
explosions jn which 29 men died in 
the mine Oct. 31. 

Shanks, veteran of 39 years’ min- 
ing and engineering experience in 
Scotland, England and Canada said 
his personal relations with Stewart 
always were “brotherly” since he 
first hired Stewart as a pit boss 
here in 1914. 

The general manager said he 
wrote to Stewart after receiving a 
mine union delegation which com- 
plained about gas in the mine. 

Following is the text of 
letter to Stewart: 

“] have just had a deputation 
here to see me about men having 


the 


to go home because of being gassed t 


out. This was taken up at the union 
meeting on Sunday and I won't be 
surprised if a letter has not gone 
to the chief inspector, A. A. Millar. 
chief mines inspector for Alberta. 

“On Thursday I found 300 feet of 
gas in the fourth right level. Now 
men are going home from the 
fourth left level daily because of 
Sas. 

“If 1 find 1 have an official who 
will fire a shot in the presence 
of gas I will not only fire him, 3 
will have his papers taken from 


him, 

“There is considerable talk in 
town Please get this situation 
cleaned up immediately. I will 
help you when I come back from 
Edmonton, 

“Auxiliary fans have been the 
curse of this colliery. I intend 


doing away with them. The work 
will be carried on as in 1919-24.

Shanks said he returned from 
Edmonton about Oct. 7 or 8 and 
asked the manager, s€cond only to 
himself in authority in running the 
operations of the mine, how he was 
getting along with carrying out

tember, he himself took over ac- 
tivity, the rank of manager, and 
inspected the mine more thorough- 
ly than he usually did as general 
manager.

“a good deal of consulting work” 
for many Alberta collieries. 

Shanks testified that in mid- 
summer of last year he reached 
the conclusion an “abuse” was be- 
ing made of auxiliary fans used in 
the mine’s ventilation network, 
“that they were being put to work 
for which they were not designed.” 
He aecided to displace ..2m grad- 
ually and meanwhile to make sure 
they were being used correctly, he 
added,

“The basic quality of our time is 
pity when it ought to be justice and 
courage. To be healthy is to want 
to fight, to struggle and to survive, 
Healthy social life is seen in the 
fight against every evil thing in 
that social order. Before the pre- 
sent war, we had reached the a 
called tolerance, nothing was right, 
nothing was wrong, nothing true, 
hothing false. Our disease is that 
we believed in nothing, hated noth. 
ing, and only remained «alive. be- 
cause there was. nothing that we 
would die for.. The war has, at least, 
given us something to die for, 
whether we shall jive for it after 
the war.depends on our courage.” 
“SOCIAL DOCTORS” 

Decrying thé prevalence of many 
“soctal ~ doétors”-* whose” © widely: 
offered. panaceas donot cure bul 
which do, in fact, only bewilder 
and destroy the world, Bishop Bar- 
‘oot, called for people who would. 
when a_ social reformer ‘comes 
slong, “laugh in his face for we 
know and he khows, that we can 
take our diseases with us into any 
palace he provides.” 

“Social. reformers assure us that 
when the new economic order aré 
tives all will be well. Simple un- 
sophisticated experience gives that 
theory the lie. It ought to be killed 
by every thoughtful person. What 
will the economist do to fill empty. 
lonely hearts—that’s a far more dif- 
ficult job.” he said. 

“Is it not tragic that we spend 
nearly ‘all our spiritual and _intel- 
lectual. energy in-trying to procure 
social health by providing condi- 
tions of physical comfort when we 
know jin our. inmost souls, thet 
social health end social wholesome- 
ness is inside the.human breast?

Basing 
her report on these aims, Miss Viola 
Leadley, supervisor of the V.O.N: in 
Edmonton, presented. a colorful’ re- 
port of the year’s work. $ 

“During the year our total visits 
were 5,563 and 1,045 new patients 
were admitted, stated Miss Leadley. 

Visits to prepatal patients show 
a considerable increase over last 
year, she said. Here, personal. in- 
struction and-assistance have 
proven invaluable aids to the at- 
tendant doctor, Under the public 
health division. of the Council of 
Social.. Agencies, classes in pre- 
natal instruction . were .commenced 
in..1940.. During. 1941, 50. classes 
were held with a tota) attendance 
of 227. The interest shown has 
been most gratifying, she contin. 
ued. The classes are held each 
Friday afternoon in the Y.W.C.A 
at half past two o'clock. Assistance 
of Mrs..J. Ross Vant, Mrs. C. Field 
and’ Mr. F. T. Cook of the provin- 
cial department of, public health is 
much appreciated she said.
